CANNING FRUIT. 


tereBtini; ami Timely Information for 


Piovidont Housekeepers. 


Canning fruit is such a simple 
pro- 


cess 1 hat it seems strange that it should 
ever prove so troublesome and risky. 
Failures are generally due to defective 
jars or mbbeis. These latter, after a 
season or two, lose their elasticity and 
become so loose as to be of no avail in 
excluding tbr air 
The first step in 


canning shouid be to see that the jars 
are sweet and clean, the rubbers whole 
and close-Mtang, and the top in good 
working older 
Place two jars m a 


dish wifh fi folded towel saturated with 
cold watoi under them, Put a silver 
spoon m each jar. Use a can-filler 
(which is a tin with sloping sides and 
no bottom, fitting into the top of the 
jar) and a ladle, or a small pitcher, if 
you have no can-filler. When the 
frvnl is ready fill the jar full, move the 
spoon ironnd to let out the air, and 
remove it, then til the jar to over- 
flowing with j'uice, and screw on the 
top as speedily as possible. When all 
are full, wash the jtirs and wipe them 
diy, give the tops an additional turn 
as the glass cools and contracts and 
loosens them, then turn them upside 
down lo stand over night Label the 
jars, pnt them in a cool, dark closet, 
and if the work is properly done you 
will never he ir a single ffzzle 
After 


HIP finit is used the lubber will be kept 
m bettei condition if it is put, clean 
and dry, inside tho jar, which should 
also bo thoroughly cleansed and put 
aw:iy with tlie top sciewed on. 


A good rule for canning most fruits 


is a pound of sugar and a cup of water 
toi every thioe pounds of fruit. 
Make 


the simp and cook the fruit in it until 
tender and well hcetpd thiough 
Use 


a porcelain or granite kettle, and a 
silver or wooden spoon

Jast how these assurances 
had been fulfilled they had not known, 
nit apparently the officials of the State 
Department sonnted upon some device 
of tbe kind which appe&w to have been 
adopted. 


• Wh eu Governor Porter was aaked If 
this government would let the matter 
end in this shape, be said very positively 
ihat he thought If any further action was 
to be taken, It was a matter to be decided 
by Cutting himself, and must be mainly 
of a personal character. Cutting, he 
thought, might perhaps ask the govern- 
ment to make demand upon Mexico for 
redress, but that would be a thing which 
could easily be settled without becoming 
any menace to the peace of the two conn- 
tries. In any event, he added, there was 
bound to be negotiations between the 
two governments In relation to the pecul- 
iar legal doctrine Mexico had set up in 
assuming extra-territorial 
jurisdiction.
